He 
testified that he was 29 years old and 
became second vice-president of the 
Equitable one month after graduating 
fror Harvard. 

He had always been brought up to be- 
lieve his life work was to be the 1 giti- 
mate successor of his father, the found- 
er of the Equitable. He had traveled 
and studied with that object in view. 

His father had instilled in him his 
views on Hfe insurance. He was a 
director in the company before he 
graduated. From his earliest youth 
he had lived in a life insurance at- 
mosphere and had ex,ected to make it 
his life work. 

During his father's illness, James 
W. Alexander turned over to him, lit- 
tle by little, matters of detail. 


First Worked Without Salary. 


He did not receive a salary upon his 
first connection with the company. He 
was offered a salary, but declined. The 
president and various members of the 
Executive Committee then suggested 
that, as he had qualified himself by 
two yeurs’ work, he should have a 
Salary, and President Alexander, in 
1900, fixed it ut $30,000. Mr. Alex- 
ander asked if this was agreeable to 
him (Hyde). 

[In 1902 Gen. Louis Fitzgerald resigned 
as chairman of the Finance Committee 
and Mr. Hyde was appointed to the 


chairmanship. For the added responsi- 
bilities fal.ing on Mr. Hyde his salary 
was advanced to $75,000. His duties con- 
stantly increased in thé various depart- 
ments, and, in 1903, his salary was made 
$10,000, at which it remained until his 
resignation last spring. The witness 
never spoke to any of the officers or 
members of the Executive Committee or 
In any way suggested an increase in 
his salary. 
Would Serve for $75,000. 

- Mr. Hyde was asked if he was willing 
to serve the company at $75,000 saiary, 
and he replied that he was, and he 
caused a laugh by remarking that “he 
did not think he could get it anywhere 
else.”’

CZAR FEARS TO RETURN 
TO ST, PETERSBURG. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. i4.—Em- 
peror Nicholas and the Russian court 
will not come to St. Petersburg this 
winter. A short time ago’ it was an- 
nounced that the Emperor was about to 
return to the winter palace, in an annex 
of wh.ch Count Witte has installed him- 
seif, but his majesty has now decided 
to go from Peterhof back to Tsarskoe- 
Selo, where he has been living for al- 
most two years with the exception of 
the last months spent at Peterhof. 

Except on the occasion of the cere- 
mony of blessing the waters, last Janu- 
ary, when the Emperor narrowly es- 
caped death, owing to a mysterious 
charge of grape being fired in the di- 
rection of the imperial party by a sa- 
luting battery, the Emperor has not 
stepped inside the winter palace for 
over eighteen months. 

His decision not to come to the cap- 
ital is regarded as unfortunate, not 
only for its moral effect, but because it 
keeps him surrounded by court influ-

SHE BLAMES CONSPIRACY 





Denied Authorship of Attacks 
on Rival School Teacher, 
N fjaming Young Man. 


The wadera’ grandjury returned an 
indictment in its partial report Tues- 
day against Miss Dixie Tuttle of Mex- 
ico, Mo., charging her with sending 
improper letters through the mails. 
There are nine counts in the indict- 
ment, which alleges that the letters 


believed to have been written by Miss 
Tuttle for the purpose of injuring the 
character of Misa Eighty-One Turley. 
tormerly a teacher in the public 
schools at Mexico, were sent to Miss 
rurley, to her father, T: T. Turle 
and to Miss Effie Bruce, Miss Lelia 
wy US ey Thomas Bruce and Prof. D. A. 
McMillan, principal of the Mexico 
schools, 

Miss Tuttle was arrested on her 
father’s farm near Mexico Sept. 25 ana 
was released on bond. 

She has always protested her inno- 
cence despite the unusual efforts of 
the Federal authorities to trace back 
to her the many letters and postal 
cards which have been in circulation 
in Audrain Couftty reflecting on the 
character of Mias Turley. 

The assumed motive was that Miss 
Tuttle was jealous of other young 
women who wére seen in company 
with Claude Sansbury, a country 
school teacher near Mexico. It was 
said that Miss Tuttle had received 
much attention from Sansbury, but 
that he paid less attention to her and 
more to other young women during 
the past summef. t was algo said 
that after he had called at the home 
of another youse woman she would 
receive one of the objectionable let- 
tera within a few days: 

Prior to the time when the letters 
began to circulate Miss Tuttle was 
held in the highest regard in Mexico, 
and many of her friends still refuse to 
believe that she was their author. 


Rase to Get Evidence. 


All of the lettere were written in 
pencil and were unsigned. After the 
Postoffice inspectors had for a long 
time tried to learn the identity of the 
sender, the Postmaster at Mexico was 


instructed to empty the drop-box when- 
ever she was seen to enter the office. 
The letters which she deposited were 
then delivered by the Postmaster in 
person. 

One of the letters, whose address 
was said to be in the same hand as 
those dropped in the box by Miss Tut- 
tie, was identified by a.rural delivery 
carrier, who ssid that it had been 
handed to him for mailing by Miss 
Tuttle. When it was believed that 
sufficient evidence had been gathered 
Deputy United States Marshal Louis 
Wiid was instructed to arrest the 
young woman.

Court of Appeals Jurists Hand 
Down Humorous Decisions 
for a Change. 


Judge Bland of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, in an opinion handed down 
Tuesday, in which the other members of 
the court concurred, severely arraigned 
Father Adam, the original man. 

The opinion is in the case of Anna 
Plattner against Antone Plattner, ap- 
pealed from the coust of Judge Sale. 
Anna Plattner had been successful in 
Circuit Court in establishing her com- 
mon law marriage with Plattner and in 
obtaining an allowance of $25 a month. 
In sustaining Judge Sale’s decision 
Judge Biand wrote: 

“The defendant denies that he ever 
agreed to marry the plaintiff, or that he 
agreed to go with her for the ma.riage 
license or that he ever introduced her as 
his wife. 

“He confessed to living with her as 
her husband, but, as did his ancient 
progenitor, old Adam, and as all his 
weak, deceitful, unmanly sons have 
done since time began when called upon 
to answer for their sins, laid the blame 
to the seductive wiles of the woman. 

“Ananias still lives and we think that 
Oniy the testimony of the plaintiff and 
her witnesses should be looked to in or- 
der to ascertain whether or not a com- 
mon law marriage was shown.” 

Judge Goode, in sustaining the de- 
cision of Judge Reynolds awarding dam- 
ages of $2500 to Sarah M. Keeton in her 
Suit against the St. Louis & Meramec 
River Railroad Co., induiged in a bit of 
discreet humor, also.

Indignant because he had found that perjured tes- 
timony had been introduced before the Police Board, 
President Stewart said to the Post-Dispatch that 
“members of the police force and private citizens 
must be made to understand that there is as much 
dignity and majesty of the law in the Board of 
Police Commissioners as in any of the trial courts. 
A hearing before the Board is no farce.” 

We-are glad to hear this from the president of 
the Board, but would it not be better to demonstrate 
that police trials are not farces, by holding public

The fussy activity of the German Emperor in be- 
half of his cousin of Muscovy is likely to get him 
into trouble. 

Iteis not easy to prop a tottering throne, espe- 
cially when the support of popular good will is 
withdrawn. When William sends a torpedo boat to 
St. Petersburg to hearten up the Czar and afford 
him means of escape from the many-headed multi- 
tude he excites the resentment of the Russian peo- 
ple, who may, some day, hold him to a reckoning. 
And when he masses troops on the Polish frontier 
for the purpose of reinforcing the armies of the bu- 
reaucracy, he suggests painful reflections among the 
Poles in his own dominions. 

Besides, William’s own subjects are not unanimous 
in their devotion to monarchy. Some of them are 
frankly republican or socialistic. If he attempts to 
use his power to take care of the Romanoffs will he 
not discover that he has more than he can do to 
take care of the Hohenzollerns? 

A nation in arms, a people roused to fighting 
fury, is a dangerous foe. When the French revolu- 
tion deprived the monarchy of its absolute char- 
acter, the Kings of Europe intervened to save the 
King of France, But the armies of the revolution- 
ists were too much for them. Before that time no 
man not a gentleman could hold a commission as 
the King’s officer. But a staff of peasant generals 
and field marshals was raised up who soon taught 
the world that intellect was not the exclusive pos-

When charges are 
made against policemen, the prosecuting witness 
must not only take all the initiative, but he must | 
present his evidence to a star chamber trial board. | 
He runs against secrecy at every point. It is im-| 
possible for him to tell whether his evidence is 
given fair consideration, and whether the evidence | 
ou the other side is worthy of credence or not. The | 
proceedings are secret. The most unfair oenee| 
might be taken to meet his charges without his 
knowledge and without the police commissioners 
becoming cognizant of the fact. 

Public business ought to be transacted in pub'ic. 
The trials of public officers ought to be heard in 
public. The witnesses should confront each other, 
with the public as an atidience. If this rule were 
adopted in police trials, the public would have confi- 
dence in them and there would be some encourage- 
ment for men who know of misconduct on the part 
of police officers or who have suffered from it to 
aid in bringing the policemen guilty of misconduct to 
justice. 7 

Publicity in police trials would help the innocent; 
it would hurt only the guilty. It would eliminate 
the possibility of discrimination, favoritism, under- 
ground methods and perjury. It would be a safe- 
guard against corruption. 
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Pity the poor rich man and the miserable “so- 
ciety” woman.

INTERESTS IN PUBLIC 
BODIES. 

Mr. Samuel H. Cowan of Texas, who presided over 
one of the rate regulating conventions in Chicago. 
calls attention to one of the commonest maneuvers 
of specia] interests. 

“The first thing that impressed us when we got 
to Chicago,” says Mr. Cowan, “was that the rail- 
roads had beery very busy. They were well repre- 
sented in the list of so-called delegates. Not all 
the railroad representatives were outspoken as such; 
some pretended to represent commercial and indus- 
trial organizations. For instance, there ‘were three 
delegates from a horseshoers’ union in Denver, an 
organization of 35 members. The railroads paid the 
expenses of these delegates, and there wasn’t any 
question which side they were on.” 

It is an old dodge resorted to by special inter- 
ests of all kinds to control if they cannot stop all 
popular movements likely to check their influence 
and aggrandizement. 

In public business they send their representatives 
to the Senate of the United States, to the House of 
Representatives and to State Legislatures. In or- 
ganizations of business men, of civic reform, even 
in moral crusades, representatives of special inter- 
ests will be found watching things to see that their 
welfare be not impaired through any amendment of 
the public life.
